The mission of Cards as they 
are generally known is primarily 
amusement. We "play" with these 
52 bits of pasteboard for relaxa- 
tion, for killing time or, more 
seriously (and ofttimes more dis- 
astrously) for testing our luck 
or skill in the hope of gain. We 
consult the fortune-tellers who 
profess a special knowledge of 
their power in divination because 
we "super'-consciously feel that 
there may be something more to be 
found than appears in the gains 
or losses in poker. 


The superconscious is wiser 
than we realize, for from this 
higher level of thinking we reach 
the higher level of knowing where 
-- and only where-- Truth is to 
be found. 


The teachings of the Wise Ones 
are immine to the adverse opinions 
of the uninstructed who live be- 
hind closed doors. If symbols are 
a dead language to you, with no 
meaning other than the outline of 
their form and if you have decid- 
ed that spots must remain spots 
and that Kings, Queens and Jacks 
are nothing but pictures, this 
book is but a waste of your time, 
From the depths of our firm faith 
in it as a revelation, we offer 
this teaching to the seekers af- 
ter self-knowledge and self-and- 
neighbor understanding. 


If you are sincere in your 
quest you will come to revere it 
as a true and accurate Key to 


your own life plan, your wise 
handling of its outlines and your 
just and intelligent dealings with 
those in your environment, 


The "Gypsy Bible" was a Bible 
in fact, long before it became 
corrupted by the gypsies them- 
selves. Our own Bible established 
the cards for us as the "Little 
Book" in the hand of the angel*, 
bearing the message of the "Seven 
Thunders" (the seven planets), 
sealed until the time when the 
Followers of the Lamb “must pro- 
phesy again before many peoples 
and nations and tongues and kings". 


The Followers of the Lamb have 
always held it to be a sacred book, 
its symbols sacred symbols. The 
Rosicrucians (the original masons) 
revered it and its 52 "chapters" 
as true revealors of God's Laws. 
Long before the Gypsy Bible there 
was the Masonic Bible and Long be- 
fore that, the Little Bible men- 
tioned in the Scriptures. 


And before that? 


There is much "higher" evi- 
dence that carries our cards back 
to the Atlanteans and the Master 
Teachers who were appointed to 
save a remnant of the race. While 
there may be few among us today 
who can claim equal rank with the 
most spiritually minded of them, 
we may at least give thanks for 
the revelation of as much of the 
teaching as we are able to grasp.

FOREWORD 


As the devil can always "cite 
scripture for his purpose", so 
may we all, through ignorance or 
carelessness, distort and misin- 
terpret the most sacred of syn- 
bols and the most priceless of 
teachings. We may do no harm to 
ourselves-=- and surely none to 
the "Little Book"== by using it 
as an innocent pastime, but we 
are missing something valuable 
and important if we regard it on- 
ly as a pack of cards, 


An outgrowth of our familiar 
52 cards is the Tarot-- a collec- 
tion of 22 major cards or "trumps", 
setting forth, on the Tree of Life, 
the Kabbalistic teachings concern- 
ing the One Source of all created 
things and the Universal Laws that 
govern them. 


The true origin of the Tarot 
cards is not known; many so-called 
authorities differ widely among 
themselves. It is universally con- 
ceded, however, that the teaching 
was given to the wise man of old, 
divinely appointed as leaders and 
guides for the seekers of the 
"Path of Return" and that the sym- 
bolic statements in the Tarot were 
invented by them. 


Of one small group, formed in 
the early part of the 13th century, 
we have record; of others who may 
have ante-dated them by hundreds 
of years, nothing has been written. 
The purpose behind the teaching 
was to find a prevention and cure 
for the one great tragedy that ac-~ 
counts for all the ills of mankind 
and the world he has lived in from 
the beginning of time--what the 
occultist calls "The Crime of Sep- 
eration". We well know that the 
great departure from the Divine 
Source of our being followed swift 
on the heels of the Commandments 
given through the voice of Moses 
and of the laws set forth in the 


Pentateuch. We are dangerously 
far from that Source today. The 
Tarot and the "Little Book" are 
given us as Way-showers. 


As the Tarot sets forth the 
pattern of the Universe and the 
immutable laws that govern it,man 
is, of necessity, included in that 
pattern and affected by those laws. 
But within that larger field he 
has a pattern of his own-- an in- 
dividualized pattern, determined 
and conditioned by his Numbers, 
his Elements and the "7 Thunders" 
which surrounded him at birth, It 
is the Little Book that gives him 
his clue and a further extension 
and clarification and his own as- 
trological and numberological maps, 
strictly calculated according to 
his elements, attitudes, emotions 
and reactions to all others-- and, 
most emphatically, to himself. 


About fifty years ago a few 
members of a secret order were in- 
structed to give out some of the 
knowledge of these Sacred Symbols. 
This is in part recorded in the 
"Mystic Test Book" by Brother 0O1l- 
ney H. Richmond, first published 
in 1893, under the authority of 
the Brotherhood, 


Certain advanced students were 
commissioned to carry on and it was 
one of these, far advanced in years 
at the time, who became the teacher 
of an author of this book, Edith L. 
Randall. Years of intensive study 
on her part, application, experi- 
ment and incontrovertible proof 
have produced the enlightenment 
you will find in these pages. 


May it serve to clarify for you 
the Plan of your life, to reveal to 
you your rightful place in the Uni- 
versal Scheme and to enable you to 
understand and harmonize your rela- 
tionships with your fellow man.

EYWORDS, inadequate though 

they be, often serve to cry- 

stallize over-all meanings 
in our memory. If we were given 
but a single word to define the 
purpose of this teaching, we 
would choose ILLUMINATION. 


We are about to become ac~ 
quainted with a strictly mathe- 
matical symbology that has an ex- 
act correspondence with the math- 
ematical laws on which the Uni- 
verse was founded. 


We shall discover that the 
original plan for man's life on 
our planet was undeviatingly se- 
quential, with perfect harmony 
and stability at its center and 
we shall further see-- again by 
mathematical procedure-- how man 
himself chose to distort this 
Plan and disturb its harmony-- 
and his own. 


As we find our individual 
place in the man-made sequence 
and note what we have "displaced" 
in the God-sequence, we become 
more and more enlightened con- 
cerning ourselves, the One; our 
associates, the Many and our uni- 
versal brotherhood with the All. 
We have taken our first step in 
ILLUMINATION and are well on our 
way to Understanding and its cor- 
Oollary, Tolerance. The next step 
ahead is universal Good Will. 


In our pack of cards we have-=- 


2 Colors-=- Red and Black; 
Positive & Negative; 
Male & Female. 
4 Suits-= Hearts, Clubs, Dia- 
monds, Spades; 
The, 4 Elements; 
The 4 Seasons. 
12 Court Cards-=- Kings, Queens, 
Jacks== the 12 
Months of the Year. 
52 "Pages" or Pieces--= 
The 52 Weeks. 
13 Cards in each suit-- 
The 12 Signs of the 
zodiac plus the 
"Sun behind the Sun", 
2 "Special" Numbers-= 7 and 9. 
The number 7 as the 
center of each suit; 
The 7 original plan- 
ets known to the 
Ancients; 
The dominical or "'sa- 
cred” number that 
symbolizes the force, 
peace and harmony 
that ARE at the cen- 
ter of the universe; 
The Soul of man. 
The number 9 as the 
last single number; 
The Cycle of man's 
experience; 
The number that in- 
cludes all numbers 
and all planets; 
The Universal Number. 
The Joker--The "remnant of days" 


beyond the logical 7 times 52, to 
total our required 365 1/4 days 
for the Sun's travel in the solar 
year. This is more fully explain- 
ed in the "Mystic Test Book" to 
which we have already referred. 


The Joker is the "highest" 
symbol in the entire pack. Usu- 
ally pictured as a fool and either 
rejected or "played wild” in our 
card games, its true significance 
is identical with that of the 0 
or "Fool Card" in Tarot. It wiil 
be fully explained after the de- 
lineation of the suit cards. 


In these 7 "ingredients" we 
find constant reference to prin- 
ciples that are fundamental and 
universal, There is no accident 
in the construction of the pack 
as there was no accident in the 
construction of the universe. We 
can never deviate from the orig- 
inal over-all pattern and we 
never deviate from the natural 
sequence-- Hearts, Clubs, Dia- 
monds and Spades. 


Each birthdate in the year 
has a card that is its governor 
and conditioner. Each card, in 
turn, has a ruling planet, 


One of these cards is YOURS. 


By its suit, by its planeta- 
ry rulership, by its position in 
the Spread, by the number of its 
spots or the picture on its face 
and by its relationship to other 
cards in sequence or by the card 
that is "displaced", you are re- 
vealed to yourself from new an- 
gles of enlightenment; you begin 
to understand the why of your in- 
clinations and impulses, your e- 
motional and psychological reac- 
tions, your attractions and re- 
pulsions and the ease or diffi- 
culty you find in living harmo-

As you gain in understanding 
you learn to make practical use 
of your knowledge. You learn the 
importance of choosing YOUR voca- 
tion and developing YOUR ability 
and you cease to waste your time 
and energy in cultivating the 
people and things that have no 
useful part in your life.

The Order corresponds to the Sea- 
sons-= 
Hearts, Clubs, Diamonds, Spades 
or 
Spring, Summer, Harvest, Winter. 


HEARTS 


"In the Beginning"-- 
The Creative FIRE 

"For God so loved the world"- 
The Principle of LOVE. 


In these two quotations from 
our Bible is the embodiment of 
the Heart symbolism, 

Fire is the symbol of Univer- 
sal Life. The heart controls our 
hold on life. 


As source or beginning, Hearts 
represent the Spring of the year-- 
the stir of the forces of nature 
into life; the heartbeat of the 
awakened rhythm. Hearts begin 
with the Vernal Equinox. 


As Youth Hearts represent the 
childhood, early associations with 
family and friends, the first call 
of love and the urge for mating. 


As Fire Hearts rule the burn- 
ing devotion that leads to sacri- 
fice for country, cause or friend.

As Love Hearts rule our near- 
est and dearest relationships-=- 
Parent and child, lover and be- 
loved, husband and wife, brother 
and sister, friend and friend. 


As Vocation Hearts rule art, 
misic, poetry and the pursuit of 
beauty in any form. 


The "Positive" Heart is kind- 
ly, affectionate, friendly and 
hospitable. 


The "Negative" Heart is sel- 
fish, greedy, self-indulgent and 
self-seeking, flirtatious and pro- 
miscuous, 


The ruling planets are Venus and 
Neptune. 
In the Tarot, Hearts are Cups. 


CLUBS 


Clubs represent the Summer 
quarter of the Year. 


After the creative fire from 
the Heart of God came the anima- 
ting, activating Breath. Clubs 
correspond to the Element Air. 
the functioning mind of man. 


The figurative symbol is the 
trefoil or shamrock-- the first 
leaf to come in the Spring, the 
last to go in the Fall, found 
all over the world. The quest of 
Clubs is for universal knowledge. 
Like the Messenger of the Gods, 
Clubs are the link between hea- 
ven and earth, the Mind of God 
and the mind of man, 


This is the second stage of 
life-- the educational or learn- 
ing period, which actually lasts 
to the end of life, so eager and 
tireless are they in their search 
for knowledge. 


Clubs are the guardians of 
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intelligence and rule all mental 
processes, all psychological re- 
actions, all educational inter- 
ests, all inquiries, commnica- 
tions and messages. They insti- 
gate arguments, debates and dis- 
putes; they investigate, record, 
disseminate news and spread prop- 
aganda; they are the Brains be- 
hind the successful activities 
of lesser minds than their own. 


Vocationally they rule all 
forms of education, legal matters, 
literature and journalism. 


The "Positive" Club is bril- 
liant, mentally magnetic, thor- 
oughly informed and a safe coun- 
sellor. 


The "Negative" Club is aggress- 
ive, pugnacious, tricky and unre- 
liable; clever in dishonesty. 


The ruling planets are Mercury and 
Mars, 
In the Tarot, Clubs are Wands.

DIAMONDS 


Diamonds represent the Fall 
quarter of the Year. 


“Let the Waters bring forth 
abundantly". 

"Be fruitful and mitiply 
and have dominion." 

"Lay up for yourselves treas- 
ures in heaven", 


Abundance, with dominion 
over it and "treasuré in heaven" 
sum up the mission of Diamonds. 


After the Fire and the Breath, 
the first command for Abundance 
was given to Water-- the Element 
associated with Diamonds. 


After the childhood of Hearts 
and the school days of Clubs, man 
must produce the Diamonds of his 
efforts and reap the harvest of 
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his sowing. 


Diamonds stand for the power 
and protection of material wealth. 
As a jewel it allows the "Light" 
to pass through with practically 
no loss. Jewelers look for the 
purity of its "water" when judg- 
ing the value of the stone. 


The symbolism is clear. Dia- 
monds represent the "Limitless 
Substance" of the 4th Statement 
of the Pattern on the Trestle - 
board-- but the Substance includes 
"all things needful, both spirit- 
ual and material", 


We think of Diamonds as money; 
actually and more correctly they 
represent Values. By our concep- 
tion of true values we stand or 
fall. By spiritual standards, 
the rich man who has neglected to 
lay up "treasure in heaven" is a 
failure. 


Vocationally Diamonds rule 
merchants, manufacturers, mine 
owners and operators, "big busi- 
ness'’ of any nature, producers, 
backers, investors, bankers, bro- 
kers and world traders, 


The "Positive" Diamond is 
generous, philanthropic, a power 
for good in any commmity, a dis- 
penser of plenty and prosperity. 


The "Negative'’ Diamond is ma- 
terial-minded, avaricious, penu- 
rious, miserly; willing to cause 
hardship and misery for profit, 


The ruling planet is Jupiter, 


In the Tarot, Pentacles; the 
coin on the Magician's table. 





SPADES 


"And God said, 
"Let the EARTH bring forth'", 


Spades represent the Element 
Earth, the Winter of the Year, 


Winter is a period of apparent 
rest, stillness, hardness, cold. 
Unless Labor is applied, there is 
no yielding of the ground nor any 
“bringing forth". 


But underneath, at the Heart 
of Nature, guided by her Intelli- 
gence and blessed with her riches, 
a resurrection is in the making. 
Only the wise know what Lies be- 
hind maya, the veil of appear- 
ances. 

Thus it is with Spades. The 
least understood of all the suits, 
they actually symbolize the Ini- 
tiate-=- often the Adept. Their 
mission is dual like their sym- 
bols, the Acorn and the Sword, 
Their keywords are Labor and Wisdom. 


The acorn is a symbol of death 
and burial-- but its undying life- 
germ, when planted in the soil, 
brings forth another tree. Spades 
know that we die to free the soul 
and spirit for re=birth. The form 
of the acorn and the form of the 
spade are identical, Spades break 
the ground not only that the Earth 
may "bring forth" but that the 
treasure that is buried out of 
sight may be released. Spades are 
the Diggers for Truth. 


The sword in the hand of the 
King is but another emblem of the 
Spade; etymologically their mean- 
ing is the same. It is the power 
that compels obedience, that over- 
comes resistance. They came to 
conquer the obstacles offered by 
material existence, to cut down 
and destroy whatever would hinder 
the growth of the soul-- even at 
the cost of pain, sorrow and loss. 


As we look at the card with the 
point down, we see the heart-em- 
blem, surmounted by across: The 
earth-jourmey is not an easy one 
for Spades. To reach the goal of 
Wisdom and the degree of initia- 
tion to which they are entitled, 
they are often called upon to sac- 
rifice ambition, personal power 
and love. Their great reward lies 
in spiritual achievement. 


Vocationally Spades rule the 
world of labor, of sickness and of 
death; all physicians, nurses, in- 
stitutions of healing or confine- 
ment, guardians of the dead or of 
their goods. Also-- and more im- 
portantly--all students of the In- 
ner School, members of the Ancient 
Order, teachers of the Mysteries 
and Masters in the spiritual 
sense. 


The ''Positive'' Spade is self- 
disciplined and self-sacrificing, 
a tireless worker, and an example 
of wisdom and truth. 


The "Negative’ Spade is ei- 
ther in a rut of drudgery or is a 
bigoted and relentless disciplin-~ 
arian, bent on showing his power 
and bending others to his will. 

The ruling planets are-- 

Saturn and Uranus, 


In the Tarot, Spades are Swords. 


COLORS 


Regarding these there is a pre- 
vailing misconception. While there 
is an esoteric significance, the 
Red and Black are not applicable 

to the life of the individual as 
Light and Darkness, Ease or Mis- 
fortune. For our purpose we may 
regard them merely as a pair of 
opposites under the Law of Polar- 
ity. 


THE COURT CARDS 


4 Kings, 4 Queens and 4 Jacks 
establish the 12-symbol throughout 
the pack, 


The Trinity of Father-Mother- 
Son, Positive-Negative-Neutral is 
4 times repeated by the 4 suits. 
12 stands for "The House of the 
Lord'"=-the "Many Mansions" which 
await His children--the "Houses" 
of the zodiac, 


Much of the symbolism is fam- 
iliar and self-evident: the 12 
Signs of the zodiac, the 12 months 
of the year, the 12 tribes of Is- 
rael, the 12 sons of Jacob, the 12 
Apostles and original Disciples of 
our Lord. Applied to the Court 
Cards, the symbolism of 12 formed 
an important part of the teaching 
in the ancient Mystery Schools. 


As groups of 3, the Court 
Cards are all rulers in their own 
right. Kings rule as Kings, to be 
sure, and stand at the head of the 
pack but Queens are ever beside 
them as co-rulers and exemplars of 
the fact that no Positive can ex- 
ist without a corresponding Nega- 
tive, no action can take place with- 
out reaction and the genus male can- 
not persist without the female, 


As Principle, Kings represent 
the Positive and Active, Queens the 
Negative and Receptive; Jacks, be- 
ing both active and receptive, rep- 
resent the Neutral. 


We mist bear in mind that the 
teaching given to the aspirants and 
would-be initiates, apart from the 
definite rules to be employed, was 
often more suggestive than posit~ 
ive-- and deliberately so-- and 
that such fragments as are avail-~ 
able stem from many different sour- 
ces. The main objective, it would 
seem, was to give the student a 
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lead and leave him to develop his 
own intuitional powers and reach 
the heart of the truth by his own 
means. You will find this power 
growing within you as you study 
and meditate on the inner meanings 
of these symbols and Kings, Queens, 
Jacks and "Spots" will come to 
have deeper and farther-reaching 
meanings for you than could ever 
be set down in a world of books, 
Beyond the applications given here 
you will discover many others that 
are meaningful to you-- as your 
own Key Card or as the Card of 
some one you Want better to know 
and understand. 


In the Bible many of the cor- 
respondencies speak for themselves. 
For example: 

Disciples: In the 3 calls of the 
original 12, we recognize the 
King-Queen-Jack ''stages''-- 
Peter, Andrew,James and John; 
Philip, Bartholomew, Matthew 

and Thomas ; 

Simon, Jude, James the Lesser 

and Judas. 

In all, there were 12 Disci- 

ples-- another 12. 

Gospels: In Matthew, Mark, Luke and 
John we have the 4 Kings. 

In Matthew, the business man, 

Collector of the Taxes, we see 

the King of Diamonds; 

In Mark, the Evangelist, writer 

and recorder for Paul and Bar- 

nabas on their journeys, the 

King of Clubs: 

In Luke, the Physician, the 

King of Spades; 

In John, the Beloved, the King 

of Hearts s 
The 4 Marys: Mary, Mother of Jesus; 

Mary Magdalene: Mary, Sister of 

Martha,and Mary, Mother of James 

the Lesser are the 4 Queens at 

the foot of the Cross. 

The Epistles: Preachers of the new 
gospel, writers of the new ideas 
are the 4 Jacks who are to "Go 
into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature". 


In history and in the lives of 
great men and women of other days 
and these days you will find these 
symbols unfailingly applicable. 
You will recognize your Kings, 
Queens and Jacks as such only to 
discover that the card that be- 
longs to them appears as Birth 
Card, as "Displacement" or in the 
sequence established by their date 
of birth. 


Court Cards, while not the on- 
ly rulers and leaders in the af- 
fairs of men are always such by 
"divine right" and when they do 
not measure up to their high call- 
ing they have failed in their ap- 
pointment,. 
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NUMBERS 


Their Significance in the "Spots". 


Cards are inseparable from 
the Numbers on their faces. In 
your Birth or Key Card you will 
find a correspondence in your nu- 
merological pattern-- a designed 
correspondence that gives empha- 
Sis and importance to the partic- 
ular number designated. The same 
holds true of any card in your 
Sequence (a term to be explained 
below) if it falls in the cycle 
from 1-10, As seen above, the 
Court Cards are "special" and al- 
though they, too, have their nu- 
merological correspondence in 11, 
12 and 13 we are here concerned 
with the numbers of the Spots. 


Space forbids any attempt to 
give a full explanation of the 
numbers. We shall do little more 
than offer keywords as aids to a 
fuller understanding of the cards 
under observation. We shall pre= 
sent both aspects of each number, 
however-- the Positive and Nega- 
tive--for the individual always 
has a choice in manifestation.

PLANETS 


While we need but little know- 
ledge of the scientific art of as- 
trology to understand this teach- 
ing, it is essential to be famil- 
iar with the general meanings and 
influence of the planets and signs. 


This system deals only with 
the 7 original “wanderers'' known 
to the ancients and the order fol- 
lowed is in accordance with their 
relative distance from the Sun. 


When you come to the Reading 
you will see the importance of ad- 
herence to this order, for each 
row or line of 7 cards has a plan- 
etary ruler and each card within 
each line has its ruler also, in 
the same order. The nature of 
these must be understood in order 
to learn where your own life-em- 
phasis falls-- or the emphasis of 
any card under consideration. 


MERCURY 


This planet, closest to the 
sun, represents the mind in gen- 
eral and all our mental processes. 
It is therefore education, the ex- 
change of ideas, communications, 
messages, things that come quickly 
and go quickly, flashes from the 
brain that direct impulses and all 
stimulants to words and action, 


In relation to the Cards it 
therefore denotes the early years 
and environment, the first school- 
ing and the ideas that begin to 
formulate for the later direction 
of the life. 


VENUS 


Called the planet of love and 
marriage, is guardian of all affec- 
tional ties, heart-desires and 
the satisfaction that ensues from 
accomplished objectives.

MARS 





Planet of physical energy and 
vitality; of the human will and its 
resultant action; of initiative and 
purpose--for good or ill. it is dy- 
namic in friendship or aggressive 
in war. It rules arguments, de- 
bates, quarrels and lawsuits. It 
represents the masculine principle. 


In Cards: All these, with the 
emphasis on Initiative. Mars is 
the Self-starter, the Drive. 


JUPITER 


Called the Great Benefic. The 
bringer of good fortune, commonly 
known as wealth, possessions and 
tangible assets. In the larger 
sense it is all Good and the pro- 
tecting love of the Father. It is 
the ruler of business returns, of 
the source of income-- and its dis- 
position; of professions and high- 
er education; of religion and the 
Higher Law (also the Higher Mind). 
It rules the judges who decide all 
legal questions and relationships 
with men of high standing. Nega- 
tively it is greed and acquisitive- 
ness for personal purpose, self- 
indulgence and self-aggrandizement, 
It is the “fat'' that wrecks the 
health. 


In Cards: Any Jupiter position 
gives emphasis to all these and 
offers opportunity for their right 
use. As in all cases, the end-re- 
sults depend entirely upon the in- 
dividual; it is his estimate of 


values that makes or mars him. 


SATURN 


This is the planet of Karma- 
of the results of past actions, 
of debts formerly contracted to 
be paid now, He is called the 
Reaper, Collector of the Taxes, 
the Guardian of the Threshold 
which we may not cross until our 
account is cleared. He is, in re=- 
ality, the symbol of wisdom, the 
great educator and schoolmaster 
who deals out strict justice in 
reward or punishment~--according 
to our merited desserts. He is the 
inevitable effect of the causes we 
have voluntarily created, 


Because of this he represents 
limitation, hardship, sorrow, loss, 
ill health and poverty-- IF EARNED. 
Conversely, he brings us to recog- 
nition and honor through a process 
or testing, deepening and strength- 
ening whatever of worthiness lies 
within us; through creating in us 
balance and stability, loyalty and 
integrity and through teaching us 
the wisdom that overcomes all ob- 
stacles. The wise man learns-- 
and only through Saturn-= to wel- 
come his problems and to pile up 
no further debts through wrong 
thinking, wrong eating and ungov- 
erned emotions. By paying for the 
past we earn our freedom for the 
future. 


In Cards: Your position in the 
Saturn line or those represented 
by your Saturn card may signify 
burdens and encumbrances, health 
or financial problems, business 
difficulties or “hard luck"-- OR 
necessary and helpful experiences, 
the physician who ministers to you 
or the teacher who contributes to 
your education, The conception of 
Saturn as the Great Malefic is out- 
worn in these days of greater en- 
lightenment. He puts us to the test 
and gives us the opportunity to 
acquit ourselves with honor. 


URANUS 


This New Age planet has charge 
of the trend of evolution. If tra- 
dition interferes with progress it 
mist go; the way must be cleared 
for the New, even at the cost of 
dire destruction. Uranus is the 
messenger of the ‘magical’ will 
that is determined that we shall 
go forward; in that sense it is an 
emissary of fate. It is the guar- 
dian of new ideas, scientific dis- 
coveries, original methods of ap- 
plication and the hitherto untried 
and unknown universal brotherhood, 


In Cards: It is concerned with 
labor and labor relations; with 
groups and fraternal organizations; 
with land and its values--hence 
real estate; with the occult and 
hitherto unknown and with extra- 
sensory perception, intuition and 
communication with other planes. 


NEPTUNE 


This is called the Planet of 
the Soul. It rules inspiration, 
idealism and utopian objectives. 

It drops a veil over reality and 
deflects the mind from practical, 
down-to-earth considerations. It 
therefore represents illusion and 
delusion, Negatively, our response 
is lying, deceiving, trickery and 
the evil side of subtlety. It is 
ruler of liquids and gases, medi- 
cines and drugs, commerce and ship=- 
ping--all things at a distance. 


In Cards: Impractical (either 
idealistic or foolish) ideas and 
relationships; spirituality, psy- 
chism, mediumship and trance con- 
ditions; psychological disturbance; 
the latter years of life; travel, 
distant interests and longings for 
distant places; "there''-- not "here". 
It is a blessing-- and a warning. 
It can be exalted spiritual aware- 
ness. All this and the above. 


THE SIGNS 


When we speak of "Your Sign" 
it means the sign the Sun was 
transiting at the time of your 
birth. This is your prime condi- 
tioner, but the Sun is only one-- 
although the principal one-- of 
your 10 planets and by no means 
tells the whole story about your- 
self. The same is true of your 
Sign. As the Sun passed through 
it, its qualities were reflected 
and embodied in the solar rays 
and became a part of you at your 
birth. 

Any book on astrology gives 
a detailed description of the 
Signs and we shall make no at- 
tempt to touch upon more than the 
keywords:

In reading the Suits, bear in 
mind the general meanings giv- 
en under "Suits" and apply 
them to the Birthdates under 
consideration. 


Hearts represent people, life, 
contacts; warmth and love-- 
and your feelings and emo- 
tions in these regards; so- 
cial contacts and the creative 
principle. 

Clubs represent the Teacher 
and the receptive quality 

of your own mind; your type 


cards are laid in their nat- 
ural sequence, beginning 

with the Ace of Hearts (A H) 
in the first row at the right 
and running through Clubs and 
Diamonds to the 10 of Spades 
(10 S) on the last row at the 
left -- keeping strictly to 
the prescribed order--Hearts, 
Clubs, Diamonds and Spades and 
laid in rows of 7. 

ALWAYS READ FROM RIGHT TO LEFT, 
The remaining 3 cards of the 
Spade suit are placed at the 
top, above the lst row, in 
the center of the Spread. 
These are the CROWN Cards. 
Their position denotes Initia- 
tion. 

The entire picture of this 
"Natural" Spread is a state- 
ment of God's Plan-= an order- 
ly, sequential Pattern for 
man's life. It is the Divine 
Spread, 


#2. On the right we find an en- 


tirely different picture. 

This is the "Mundane Spread"'-= 
and is actually Man's Distor- 
tion of God's Plan. 
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It is plain to see that here 
we have no sequence by suit or 
number; no order (except the ines- 
capable "7" in rows-=- horizontal 
and vertical) and no harmony-- but 
it is the pattern man has chosen 
to operate under and is but anoth- 
er evidence of what the occultists 
call the "Departure" or "The Crime 
of Separation”. 


This Spread was arrived at by 
the Brotherhood mentioned above, 
through a system of quadration-- 
an exact, mathematical quartering 
of the circle of 360 degrees and 
an equally exact method of timing*, 


It is well to familiarize your- 
self with these two charts-=- even 
to memorize them if possible. When 
"reading" any Birthdate, they 
should be before you as you follow 
the text of the description and 
you should carefully note the posi- 
tion on the card in the Mundane 
Spread and the corresponding posi- 
tion in the Natural, in order to 
see what card has been displaced. 
Examples will be given under "Pro- 
cedure ‘d * 


DESCRIPTION OF THE MUNDANE SPREAD 


The 7 rows follow the order of 
the 7 (ancient) planets-- 

Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, 

Saturn, Uranus, Neptune. 
Thus, the 3 of Hearts (3 H) begins 
the Mercury Line, the 7 H the Ve~ 
nus Line, the K H the Mars Line, 
etc. 

Each Line follows the same or- 
der: 3 H is the Mercury Card in 
the Mercury Line; Ace of Clubs 
(A C) is the Venus Card in the 
Mercury Line; Q C is the Mars Card, 
10 S the Jupiter Card, 5 C the 
Saturn Card, 3 D the Uranus Card, 
A S the Neptune Card-- all in the 
Mercury Line. 


* See the "Mystic Test Book"by 


Olney Richmond. 


Follow the same order throughout 

the other rows-- 7 H is the Mercu- 
ry Card in the Venus Line; 7 D the 
Venus Card in the Venus Line, etc. 


You will note that the Ten of 
Diamonds (10 D) lies in the exact 
center of the Mundane Spread-- the 
Jupiter Card in the Jupiter Line. 
Man has centered his yalues (Dia- 
monds) on money-=- and in the ac- 
quisition and power of money he 
counts his blessings (Jupiter) and 
builds for his success (10). 


Now turn to the corresponding 
position in the Natural or "God"- 
Spread and see what has been dis- 
placed. We find the Queen of 
Clubs is the pivotal point in 
this Spread-- the Intuition (Q) 
and Awareness (Q) that open the 
door to Knowledge (C). The Quest 
for truth and the knowledge of 
divine laws is the focal point 
in the Divine Plan; the quest 
for money and its. employment 
for personal place and power 
is man's "distortion", The 10 D 
is the strongest of the money 
cards; the Q C is the strongest 
of the intuitional, 


Adjacent to the 10 D in its 4 
corners is (1) the 2 D at the upper 
left-- which represents bargaining; 
(2) the 6 H at the upper right-- 
the "higher plane" symbol of the 
Christ Principle. In its mundane 
aspect this card embodies the abil-~ 
ity to compromise. (3) the 9 H at 
the lower left-- usually interpre- 
ted as a "lower plane" symbol, in- 
dicating a loss of time in the pur-~ 
suit of love; (4) the 3 C at the 
lower right, representing a con- 
flict of ideas-- man at the cross- 
roads, not sure of himself but 
free to choose Love, the Gospel of 
Christ, 

The 3 "Crown" Cards at the top 
of the Mundane Spread are placed 
above the 7 rows to show that they 
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have the privilege of Movable 
Choice-- that is, they can move 
to any position and operate under 
its planetary Lord or they can be 
"read" in the position in which 
they stand, as=-=- 10 C in the Mars 
position (counting in from the 
right), 8 D in the Jupiter posi- 
tion, K S in the Saturm position. 
Wherever they move, however, they 
will retain some measure of their 
original qualities and if they 
fall in the sequence of any card 
in the bottom row (from the 2 S 
on), they follow the regular or- 
der. For example: 


Suppose we are .reading one of 
the Birthdates governed by the 2S. 
The Mercury Card is the 8 H; the 
Venus Card the 6 C; the Mars 
Card is the 6 8; the Jupiter Card 
is the Q H; the Saturn Card is the 
10 C; the Uranus Card is the 8 D; 
the Neptune Card is the K S. Or 
again: 

Take a Birthdate governed by 
the Q H. The Mercury Card is the 
10 C; Venus, the 8 D; Mars, the 
K S: Jupiter, the 3 H; Saturn, 
the A C; Uramis, the Q C; Neptune, 
the 10 S. 

ALWAYS READ FROM RIGHT TO LEFT-- 
and except in the case of the 
last 5 cards in the bottom row, 
ALWAYS READ FROM ABOVE, DOWN. 


The Three Fixed Cards 
in the Mundane Spread. 


In the process of quadration, 
referred to above, regardless of 
the number of times this is exe- 
cuted, there are three cards that 
always retain their original po- 
sition-- the J H, the 8 C and the 
K S. These three cards represent 
Fixed Principles; these people 
KNOW. 

J H-- Always the middle card in 
the 2nd Line. 

8 C-- Always the last card in the 
3rd Line, in other words, 
the Neptune Card in the 
Mars Line. This is Power 


in Knowledge. These people 
are always protected. 

K S=-Always the 3rd card at the 
top (left). This is the 
highest degree of Power-- 
through Wisdom.

When “readine™ any Birth Card, 

always keep the two Spreads be- 
fore you-- the Mundane and the 

Natural. 


Begin the Planetary Sequence 
with the card next (left) to 

the Birth Card. The first card 
after the Birth Card will always 
be the Mercury Card; the 2nd the 
Venus Card; the 3rd, the Mars 
Card; the 4th, the Jupiter Card; 
the 5th, the Saturn Card; the 
6th, the Uramus Card; the 7th 
the Neptune Card. 


Take especial note if your se- 
ties of the 7 Planetary Cards 
takes you to another Line-- with 
another influence and another 
Ruler to be considered. 


In the case of a woman, she can 
choose to operate under her Per- 
sonality Card-- the Queen of the 
same Suit as her Birth Card-- 
instead of under the Birth Card 
itself. Note which sequence is 
more harmonious and supporting 
in relation to your astrologi- 
cal and numerological patterns. 
While the Personality Card is 

a woman's legitimate choice, it 
is often found to be a weaken- 


ing influence (in which case it 
should not be chosen) and its 
never as important as the pres- 
cribed Birth Card, 


A man may choose either the 
Jack or the King of his Birth Card 
Suit under which to operate. In 
many cases this may be a strength- 
ening influence. 


If an individual falls in your 
sequence under your Personality 
Card, the relationship or associa- 
tion is never as close or important 
as when it falls in your Birth Card 
Sequence, 


As you learn to associate other 
Birth Cards with your own, you will 
find that the influence of these in- 
dividuals in your life is in accord- 
ance with the governing planet. For 
Examp le: 


Those whose Birthdates correspond 
to your Mercury Card will have a 
mental affiliation with you; to your 
Venus, an affectional or emotional; 
to your Mars, a stimulating or ag- 
gressive; to your Jupiter, a bene- 
ficial; to vour Saturn, a limiting 
and restrictive-- OR a connection 
with illness; to your Uranus, a pro- 
gressive, unusual or undefinable; 
to your Neptune, an idealistic, con- 
fusing, mistaken or psychic. 


See from what angle others 
touch your life-- and what you can 
do to keep the relationship posi- 
tive and constructive. 


Broadly considered, Mercury 
governs the early part of life, 
Jupiter the middle part, Neptune 
the latter years.

This is the most difficult and 
the least cooperative of all the 
2's. The key to the life lies in 
the Displacement Card--the A S-- 
but while divine knowledge would 
give them the solution to all 
their problems, they are so fear- 
ful of what any metaphysical 
truths might reveal to them, they 
seldom go near them. 


2 C puts up a very aggress- 
ive and self-confident front, but 
as a matter of fact, they fear 
everything-themselves included. 

Of all the 2's this is the least 
representative of Union-<and the 
most in need of it. The well-worn 
term "defense mechanism" applies 

to them perfectly and accounts for a 
tendency to contention and dispute, 
their sudden flashes of anger and 
their lack of control.

Much of the fear and vacilla- 
tion of the 2 is here dispelled 
by the Displacement Card--the 
6 C. All 6's are universal; all 
have a mission rather than a yo- 
cation. It is therefore easier 
for the 2 D to work on the high- 
er levels of thinking than for 
the 2 H or 2 C--both of which 
displace Aces, which are always 
less concerned with the universe 
than with themselves. 


The 2 D is more aware, also, 
than the 2's already dealt with.

The Mars Card in the Neptune L, 
Displaces the 6 S in the Nat. Sp. 


This is the first instance we 
have had of the Planetary Sequence 
being carried up to the Sun Line 
(the 3 top cards). This gives to 
the 2 S a special significance as 
well as a more exacting require- 
ment than the other 2's. Regard- 
less of the nature of the cards 
themselves or of their planetary 
rulership, as soon as we reach 
the Sun realm, there is addition- 
al power and spiritual strength. 
It becomes, therefore, all the 
more important for these people 
to cultivate awareness of their 


true destiny as seekers of wis- 
dom and messengers of Light. The 
main difficulty with the majority 
of the Spade cards is their lack 
of this awareness. Life is never 
a bed of roses for any of them 
and unless and until they begin 
to operate on the “upper levels" 
they are so engrossed with the 
struggle to overcome their mate- 
rial and emotional handicaps and 
the misunderstanding to which 
they are usually subjected, they 
have little time or courage left 
for the cultivation of their 
spiritual powers, 


This is by no means true of 
all. It is the Spades who become 
great spiritual leaders and come 
as close to adeptship as is pos- 
sible in the earth experience, 
This state is never reached with- 
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out great sacrifice and the a- 
chievement of impersonality and 
they always have to struggle a- 
gainst apparently unmerited odds 
and misunderstanding of their mo- 
tives. 

The task of the 2 S is to 
live on a strictly constructive 
basis; to avoid self-indulgence 
at the expense of work or duty; 
to be willing to serve--regard- 
less of remuneration and not to 
spare themselves in hard work-- 
which is one phase of the mission 
they have come to fulfil. 


Practicality and common sense 
must be early instilled. Under the 
strong Neptune influence of their 
Planetary Sequence (as far as the 
Saturn Card) they can be easily 
thrown off balance, lost in day- 
dreaming and a realm of unreality 
and later in life develop a neu- 
rosis that might have serious con- 
sequences. 


So great is the power, those 
who are deliberately headed for 
evil become the so-called "Black 
Magicians". (Mars-Neptune-Uranus). 


The "True Place" of the 2 S$ 
is the Uranus Card in the Uranus 
Line. Intuitional force in the 
highest degree is at their dis- 
posal--but it requires an ear- 
nest desire plus steady applica- 
tion to establish a clear chan- 
nel. 

Those who are able to bring 
to their conscious minds their 
subconscious knowledge of Who 
They Are, know the right direc- 
tion to take and the right an- 
swers to their problems. 


In practical affairs, 2 S peo- 
ple make good buyers and traders; 
have an interest in foreign pla- 
ces and people and become success- 
ful foreign agents and negotia-~ 
tors. There is a fine balance to 


be sought between spiritual ideals 
and sound business tactics. With 
the right cooperation (and all 

2's need it) this can be--and of- 
ten is found.

HREES represent a divided 

path-- the Middle Way with 
two forks in the road--hence In- 
decision, with two ways open to 
choose from. 


If there is enough enlighten- 
ment to go straight ahead, there 
is no deviation from the Middle 
Way-- the One Path that leads to 
the Source of Light. 


3, as the number of the Trin- 
ity, is the Light Bearer-- but 
when there is deviation and the 
pursuit of temptation, the Light 
that is 3 bécomes Dynamite and 
we have but another example of 
separation from the Source of our 
good. 


We have but to reflect on the 
outcome of the 3 Universal Year 
in 1947 to prove the truth of the 
fundamental principle behind the 
number. Mundanely considered, 3 
is the reflection of the Trinity. 
As 1, the United Nations were giv- 
én an opportunity to follow the 
guidance of this Divine Light. 
The principle of Union, inherent 
in the 3 (Trinity) was violated. 
Refusal to work as 1 blocks off 
the Light from the One Source-- 
and only those who are determined 
to follow that divine gleam can 
hope to regain it. 


The process of re-building 
will be slow-- and unless the new 
effort is founded upon Union, it 
will be hopeless. But the Bible 
tells us that even a small parti- 
cle of leaven can "leaven the 
lump" and there will be no record 
of failure until we have written 
it in ourselves. This we need not 
do if we place our reliance on 
the inextinguishable Light that 
was given us in the Beginning. 


Thus it is with the individu- 
als whose birthdates are ruled by 
3. The Indecision that besets them 
is but a product of their own faul- 
ty judgment of lasting values and 
abiding Truth. 


3 scatters and diffuses, wast- 
ing time, energy and words (their 
greatest power) in an uncertain, 
3-dimensional world. Although the 
basic symbol is the triangle, it 
is by no accident that the Masters 
of old gave to the 3's a straight 
line, without deviation or uncer- 
tainty. He who goes directly and 
follows the line straight up will 
have no problems in his life, no 
failure in the attainment of his 
goal. This is the Via Media of the 
Tarot-- the "straight and narrow 
path" from Malkuth, the Kingdom, 
to Kether, the Crown. 


The usual 3 is uncertain and 
diffused; the positive, Light- 
bearing 3 knows the Straight Line 
and follows it-=- even though there 
is invariably a choice and a major 
decision to be made in some depart- 
ment of the life. 


Many of our outstanding au- 
thors, religious leaders and act- 
ots are 3's-- the latter, as a 
rule, of the more serious and 
message-bearing type. No man can 
ever lose his spark of divinity; 
the 3 is the closest of all to 
the Source, if he did but know it.

In the Mundane Spread we have 
found that the 3 H is the "first 
step out'’. Since the Mundane Spread 
is a picture of our departure from 
God's Plan, we may regard the 3 H 
as the original parent of all the 
mistakes--"'departures''--that 
follow, the Adam that symbolizes 
the fall of man. We displaced the 
desire for Love (A H) as the ru- 
ler of our lives with a mental 
uncertainty about love in general 
and love of what or whom in par- 
ticular. Perhaps it is the sub- 
conscious realization of this 
great error that so often makes 
the love life of the 3 H an un- 
satisfying-- or tragic-- thing, 
and causes the eternal quest for 
the perfect love-- and the doubt 
of it when found. 


As far as the emotions are con- 
cerned, life for the 3 H is a se- 
tries of trials and errors. Its 
True Place (Natural Spread) is the 
Mars Card in the Mercury Line, so 
there is no lack of activity in 
the quest. Their fellow men never 
give them a crown of fidelity but 
it is not so much a question of 
fickleness or promiscuity in their 
case as an inner need for the one 
love that satisfies the Self (A H). 
The pity of it is that the criti- 
eal faculty (Mercury) steps in and 
sows the seeds of questioning and 
doubt. 


Socially, they are usually 
charming and attractive people-- 


welcome guests and perfect hosts; 
it is only in the closer relation- 
ships that the strain becomes a 
break, 


They are always intelligent 
and informed (Mercury Card in the 
Mercury Line), but since their un- 
certainty extends to their mental 
processes they do not always dis- 
tinguish clearly between right and 
wrong, truth and falsehood-- unless 
the early training has fixed the 
distinction for them. They are of- 
ten dominated in youth by the mo- 
ther, later by the wife and there- 
fore have the best chance for self- 
development away from home. They 
should never marry anyone who in- 
terferes with their freedom-- even 
in its uncertainty or misuse. 


There are but two birthdates 
ruled by this card, therefore but 
two types of people to consider- 
the Sagittarian (November 30) and 
the Capricornian (December 28).

You will note that this card 
carries a heavy burden of 3-- with 
a strong emphasis on “heavy" since 
it falls in the Saturn Line under 
the emphatic influence of Mars. 
Two 3's fall together-- the card 
itself and its Mercury Card; its 
True Place is in the Mars Line; 
so a "Mars-Saturn Conjunction” 
defines the undercurrent through- 
out the life. Perhaps a slight 
Saving grace lies in the fact 
that the True Place is in the 
Venus position--but doubt about 
the choice or stability of love- 
relationships is likely to be as 
disturbing as the shifting mental 
attitudes. The cry for Peace seems 
never to be answered for these 
people until they learn to depend 
solely upon themselves and their 
inner resources. 


The displacement of the 5 D 
bespeaks money as a major factor 
in uncertainty. The periods of 
steady and dependable income are 
few and far between. There is 
often a change-- or several chan- 
ges- in occupation in the hope of 
finding means of increasing the 
income. 

Despite the shifts in view- 
point, there is seldom a desire 
to change themselves- their own 
established concepts and intoler- 
ance of the new and untried; it 
is partly the inability to decide 
on the right course, partly stub- 
bornness. All Clubs feel that their 
mental attitudes are right. They 
do have an inner knowledge-- but 
they don't always use it. 


Usually willing to acknowledge 
their mistakes and willing to try 
again-- but with no confidence in 
the new effort; mentally, they are 
beaten before they start.

For the majority of natives 
of this card, the life is best un- 
derstood by studying cards that 
are related to it rather than the 
card itself. 


We have learned that all 6's 
represent karmic debts that are 
now due and a mission that is 
cosmic in nature. The symbol for 
6 is a double triangle-- the re- 
flection of the Trinity. In that 
Reflection there are sacrifices 
(6) to be made; as a reflection 
it is a command to "live in the 
shadow of the Almighty". This, we 
see, is the Displacement Card for 
the 3 D. 


Again-- the A S (Mercury Card) 
defines the mental attitudes. This 


symbol of Divine Wisdom marks the 
central point of the mind; its rays 
extend to every concept and idea, 
color every judgment and condition 
every attitude and approach that 

is apart from pure impulse. 


The aware ones know these things 
and guide their lives by them. Ev- 
en when awareness is lacking there 
is an uncomfortable sense of de- 
parture from the safe road, the sure 
thing.

Not well adapted to 
dealings with labor groups or 
likely to have loyalty from 
employees. Unless highly de- 
veloped and sure of their 
ground, should avoid psychism.

The Jupiter Card in the Saturn L. 
Displaces the 6 D in the Nat. Sp. 


In this "Jupiter-Saturn con- 
junction" we find the key to the 
pattern of this card. Well estab- 
lished in the Saturn Line, we know 
at once that the way of life for 
these natives is not an easy one, 
Saturn is the Guardian of the 
Threshold, the Keeper of the Gate 
Out-- the "Ring Pass Not''’=- and 
not until we have met his condi- 
tions and been declared Paid in 
Full are we freed from the obsta- 
cles and disciplinary tribulations 
that are the harvest of our past 
sowings. 


In the case of many of the 
Spade birthdates there is an aura 
of heaviness. They know they have 
come to labor for whatever achieve- 
ment is theirs and unless they are 
willing to struggle for the en- 
lightenment that will free them, 
they stay in a rut and resign them- 
selves to drudgery. 


As in the case of the 3 D, the 
card that is displaced is a 6. 
This always means cosmic respon- 
sibility (a karmic debt) but 6 
also stands for love, harmony and 
beauty; these are the sure rewards 
of those who meet the responsib- 
ility and discharge it willingly. 


Unlike the other 3's, we have 
here a Jupiter position-- a protec- 
tion in itself; so even though the 
displaced 6 is a diamond and the 
insecurity of 3 extends primarily 
to finances, we are in the Jupiter 
Line and we shall have the Jupiter 


blessings if we make right deci- 
sions about VALUES. 


With any strong Saturn empha- 
sis health is always a problen. 
Here, because of the alliance 
with 6, a health condition if 
not headed off or treated at once 
may become chronic or of long du- 
ration. It is only common sense, 
when any Birth Card falls in the 
Saturn Line, to live sanely and 
eat wisely; when we have the un- 
certainty of 3 to deal with it is 
imperative. 


3 S is always in doubt about 
physicians; usually making many 
changes and experiments with them 
and the medicines prescribed. As 
a rule the majority fare better 
with natural methods and physio- 
therapy than with drugs. Spades 
belong to the earth; they are 
close to the heart of Mother Na- 
ture herself. 


The main thing to overcome is 
doubt, as a bulwark against dis- 
appointment. Once they make up 
their minds they have enough in- 
herent tenacity to abide by the 
decision. The trouble lies in an 
unwillingness to stop and analyze, 
than choose. That displaced 6 
bids them wait, balance and judge. 
They are quite too apt to "leap" 
first. 

One of the hardest lessons 
they have to learn is impersonal- 
ity. The Cosmic Responsibility 
must come first; the personal 
drives, aims and desires become 
sublimated when it does. It was 
Seneca-= or some one equally wise-- 
who said, "Not to desire is to 
have'=-- and so it is with the 3 S. 
They have come to be “Laborers in 
the vineyards of the Lord"; they 
need not be laborers in the fields 
or the ditches. 


Planetary Sequence for the 3 5 
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Subject to disappointment 

in people-- usually as the 
result of poor judgment. If 
they get into trouble, must 
work it out for themselves. 
Seldom get help from others. 
Should never gamble; the poor 
judgment extends to finances. 
(See the displaced 7 D). 

Must never incur debts they 
hope to be able to pay; the 
money must be in the bank or 
there must be security given. 
Home life may be unsatisfac- 
tory because of limited fi- 
nances. Instead of choosing 
carefully friends who are 
trustworthy, are usually 
skeptical about all friend- 
ships. May meet opposition 
in efforts to raise money.

Note that there are 2 Jacks 
here; the card that is dis- 
placed is the J D. Positive- 
ly, Jacks are valuable and 
important; negatively, they 
are sly, crafty, frivolous 
and irresponsible. Under the 
disciplinary Saturn, this is 
a warning to live strictly 
and soberly-=- no drinking or 
later hours; no self-indul- 
gence that interferes with 
work or duty. Obligations 
may be increased by some mem- 
ber of the family-- father, 
brother or son who is a prob- 
lem, an expense, is afflict- 
ed or in poor health. This 
card in this position should 
be regarded as a challenge. 
If investing in real estate 
should avoid anything that 
is speculative in nature or 
that promises a quick turn- 
over in a re-sale. Invest- 
ments of any kind should be 
for a long term. Should keep 
out of any difficulty that 
involves labor groups or 
trade unions. Should never 
be involved in their dis- 
putes or try to uphold their 
rights. May have trouble 
with employees. If employed, 
may not be adequately paid. 
Travel will not be satis- 
factory or remunerative. 
Should not live near the 
water; if there is a tenden- 
cy to colds, rheumatism, etc. 
it will be aggravated. Best 
to avoid any occupation con- 
nected with shipping, li- 
guids or medicines; perfume 
or oil.

4H OURS represent Enclosure, 
Completion, FOUNDATION. The 
pattern is the square--or the 
solid square, the cube. 4 is 
our Fenced Field, our Security-- 
and therefore our Protection. 


“Sentinels” are at the 4 cor- 
ners of the field, assuring our 
safety within it; the field it- 
self is ours-- to build in. 


4 is the symbol for Earth, 
the 4th "element". We "fell" into 
"matter'’ that we might work our 
way out of it, so we know that 
despite the security and protec- 
tion that surrounds us, there is 
to be no idleness within the God- 
given enclosure that is 4. We are 
to build a firm and unassailable 
foundation (4); we are to labor 
(4) with concentration (4) and 
diligence (4) and secure (4) for 
ourselves the right to work out 
our pattern in freedom from un- 
conquerable obstacles, poverty, 
heartache and failure. We must 
bear in mind that 4 is the num- 
ber of Saturn, and that he hands 
out the rewards if and when they 
are earned-- and only so. 


As Birth Cards, 4's are among 
the most fortunate. They give us 
a wonderful start-- with protect- 
ion, security, sufficiency-- but 
like every other card and every 
birth pattern, the course of our 
lives and their finish is up to 
us. Of the 4 spots or "sentinels" 
two are matter and two are spirit; 
in 4 they are united. He who at- 
tempts to separate them builds 
his foundation on sand and the 
wind and floods sweep it from 
under him. He finds himself in 
an empty field-- save for Saturn, 


The 4th Sphere on the Tree of 
Life is Chesed-- Mercy-- the realm 
of Jupiter. The 4th Statement in 
the Pattern on the Trestleboard is 
"From the Limitless Substance I 
draw all things needful, both 
spiritual and material". 


To the Pythagoreans 4 was the 
Sacred Number, for its elements-- 
1, 2, 3 and 4 when summed up are 
equal to 10 "which is so perfect 
that we can go no further, but to 
increase we must return to the 
Monad", (Wynn Westcott). 


For our 4's, then, the prime 
admonition is to BUILD. 


HEARTS are to build their secu- 
rity on love for their 
fellow man if they may 
hope for love in their 
own lives. 

CLUBS are to build on Knowledge- 
to be shared and dissemin- 
ated for the profit, edu- 
cation and growth of all. 

DIAMONDS are to build on VALUES 
that are everlasting. 

SPADES are to labor, with hands 
and hearts and minds for 
the WISDOM that is of God, 
That is their foundation 
and security. Their miss- 
ion is to shed the Light 
they have found on every 
dark corner, on all blind 
eyes and every burdened 
heart. 


As in the Tarot, the 4 is 
an Emperor. 4's have come to be 
and can be in command of every 
situation that arises. Their task 
is organization. They are dealing 
with practicalitiés-- and they 
have the power to glorify them.

The Mercury Card in the Neptune L. 

Displaces the 4 § in the Nat. Sp. 


The three planetary rulers in 
this case are Mercury, Neptune and 
Jupiter. The Mercury influence is 
especially strong since the True 
Place falls in the Mercury Line. 
If handled wisely, this is a won- 
derful combination. Love (Hearts) 
is to be the ruling motive of the 
life-- love that is raised to the 
plane of idealism (Neptune) but 
is devoid of neptunian confusion, 
since judgment and discrimination 
(Mercury) are such strong factors. 
Over all there is the protection 
of Jupiter in the position of the 
True Place. 


If family ties are not strong 
and the emotional life not satis- 
factory, it would seem that these 
natives have only themselves to 
blame. For all Hearts, people are 
important and relationships that 
are friendly and harmonious are es- 
sential to happiness. Emotional 
fulfilment comes first but is not 
confined to the heart alone. Self-

We have stressed the import- 
ance of work for all 4's. This is 
especially true of the 4 D; you 
have only to look at the financial 
situation of many of the natives 
of these birthdates to prove it. 
There is inherent protection, pow- 
er and success in all 4's-- but 
these are potentials; they do not 
become actualities until stirred 
into life by diligent and concen- 
trated effort. When this is lack- 
ing, poverty and failure-- in va- 
rying degrees-- are the sure re- 
sults. 


We see that the Displaced 
Card is the 5 S-- a cross (5) in 
Labor (S). The 4 D has an inherent 
dislike of strict application, an 
unwillingnes> to be tied down (5) 
and a restlessness and dissatis- 
faction with his "lot" in life be- 
cause money is not at his disposal 
unless he makes an effort to earn 
it-- and then to keep it. 


Labor, as we know, is not al- 
ways of the hands; earning is not 
always connected with a clerical 
Or managerial job. A 4 D woman, 
for example, may marry a man who 
has plenty-- but if she is to have 
any freedom of her own with it she 
will have to do something to earn 
or deserve it. The husband may be

If you fol- 
low the Q D-- the Mercury Card in 
the Saturn Line-- you will see 
that there are many obstacles in 
that path-- all under the heavy 
hand of Saturn. The 4 D women 
should be very careful not to live 
under their personality ray; not 
to depend upon their charm and 
femininity to get them by-- not 
to seek to evade work. A good earn- 
ing capacity belongs to the card; 
no one need become a victim of 
poverty or failure unless he so 
chooses. 

The True Place of the 4 D is 
Venus, in the Saturn Line-- an- 
other testimony to the fact that 
work is a requirement. 


This is by no means an easy 
ecard to deal with. With the ma- 
jority of the Cards in the Nep- 
tune Line, there are sure to be 
confusing experiences and un- 
accountable developments in asso- 
ciations. The displaced 5 $ indi- 
cates delusion and disappointment 
in affectional matters; the dis- 
placed 9 5 (under Jupiter) in 
finances and business dealings. 
As a compensation, however, we 
have two cards in the Crown Line-- 
a strong call to the Higher Mind.

Of all the 52 patterns, this 
is one of the most fortunate-- at 
least in terms of "heritage".

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There is a close tie-up with 
the 5 H (by Displacement) and we 
may expect to find many similar 
problems. Since the 5 C is less 
dependent upon affection than the 
5 H, the difficulties will be less 
of the heart than of the mind. 
Nevertheless, there is emotional 
imbalance and a sense of insecu- 
rity in relationships. 


By rulership, although Saturn 
is most strongly emphasized in the 
mental reactions, the True Place 
offers a measure of protection by 
its Jupiter position in the Mars 
Line. In the 5 H this is lacking. 


The 5 C is a young soul at 
cross purposes with itself.

The Neptune Card in the Saturn L. 
Displaces the 9 D in the Nat. Sp. 


This Saturn-Neptune "conjunc- 
tion" appears, on first thought, 
to be an irreconcilable combina- 
tion, The idealistic, spiritual 
yearnings of Neptune are apparent- 
ly brought to a short stop by the 
relentless materialism of Saturn. 
That is, indeed, the outcome in 
the lives of many of these natives. 
We must bear in mind, however, 
that Neptune is a gas (or a fog) 
and that while it does not pene- 
trate through or break down a 
mass of rock, it can go under, 
around, over and above it-- and 
completely obscure it.

The emblem of 6 is the Double 
Trinity-- As Above, So Below-- the 
divine reflected in the human. It 
was called by the Pythagoreans the 
perfect number, symmetrical in all 
its parts, the "form of form", the 
number of the Soul. It stands for 
beauty, harmony, order and comple- 
tion; the human family-- father- 
mother-child-- and therefore the 
home with its burdens and respon- 
sibilities. Numerologically, 6 
is the cosmic parent, the guardi- 
an and comforter, the educator and 
director, the shelterer and protec- 
tor. It is union and cooperation, 
adjustment and responsibility. 


From the negative aspect 6 is 
delay and monotony, an enemy of 
growth and progress, a barrier to 
action. There are many lazy and 
Static 6's; those who are living 
to themselves alone are invariab- 
ly so. Many drop into a rut and 
stay there-- and many break all 
the laws of the number, fleeing 
all responsibility, refusing all 
adjustments, disturbing the har- 
mony and peace of all in their en- 
vironment, They prefer action to 
protection, freedom to responsibil- 
ity, selfishness to love-- and 
thus wreck their own security. 
They are a law unto themselves

There are few, however, who 
lack an inner realization that 
they have come into this world 
for a definite purpose, armed 
with a definite message.

6 SPADES birthdates prior to 
April are "hibernating" and ger- 
minating. The Resurrection month 
brings the Heralds of Awakening. 
Divine Will begins to operate in 
man and activate him to a mani- 
festation of his spiritual aware- 
ness. Sacrifice for this end be- 
longs in the pattern of all 6 S, 
for the Displaced Card is the 9 
S-- a number that is the symbol 
of selflessness and universality 
-- so we may not look for much 
Satisfaction in a life lived on 
personal levels. The True Place 
is also in the Neptune Line-~-but 
its position is Mars, so there 
will be a fight either for or a- 
gainst the fulfilment of the mis- 
sion. 

As in the case of all 6's, 
there will be monotony, delay and 
boredom or harmony, adjustment and 
peace. It is the individual who 
must make the decision and direct 
his mental attitude toward one 
course or the other. 


The Mars-Neptune "conjunction" 
in the True Place is a call to ac- 
tion in the realm of idealism; if 
we choose to turm it into action 
for self-interest, bubble~-chasing 
and schemes to get rich quick, 
we have no one to blame but our- 
selves for the inevitable descent 
into confusion and final disaster. 
The number 9 is one of the most 
beautiful and protected numbers 
in the cycle. Because we have cho- 
sen the distorted plan, 9 always 
means disappointment or futility 
when it appears in the Mundane 


Spread. In God's Plan it is ful- 
filment. For the 6 S the Dis- 
placed 9 means fulfilment of the 
purpose and the mission--univer- 
sal love, brotherhood and unfail- 
ing good will. In these there 

can be no disappointment. 


For those unaware of the tre- 
mendous potentialities in this 
card there is a drift toward dis- 
couragement, labor-monotony and 
lack of initiative. They have 
no vision and no hope; they are 
aware only of material benefits-- 
which they fail to acquire. The 
laziness of 6 takes hold and 
helps them to drift; the "let 
Providence provide for me" phil- 
osophy fails them--as it must-- 
and they make no contribution 
whatever to the lives of others 
or their own. 


By propinquity, 6 S is al- 
lied to the 6 C -- for two cards 
of like number invariably affect 
each other, whether they stand 
ahead or behind. The Saturn po- 
sition of the 6 C directs mental 
discipline to the 6 S as a valu- 
able foundation for their activ- 
ities. The better the education, 
the less likelihood there is for 
them to remain in the rut of man- 
ual labor. Through their mental 
attitude, 6 S can always turn any 
disappointment into success; it 
is a card of Overcoming. Growth 
comes through impersonality. 


They are strictly just--and 
may seem hard and unfeeling. They 
are tried and tested; if they are 
beaten down, it is only to rise 
again and try harder. They are 
strong of will and determined-- 
often fixed and stubborn. They 
know there is no death, only Eter- 
nal Life; this they came to prove. 
They belong to the Initiates. 
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The serious side of 6 $ is 
often balanced in youth by 
association with gay and light- 
hearted people, especially wom- 
en. The mother is usually a 
source of happiness or the sis- 
ter may be kindly and affect- 
ionate. Social gatherings, gay 
parties and entertainments may 
seem important and desirable 
but they are soon abandoned 
when maturity is reached. The 
natural bent of these people 
is serious and responsible, 
but they are often given a 
good start by the very con- 
tacts they later dismiss as 
trivial. Education is import- 
ant and should be encouraged; 
it is a big stepping stone in 
later years. 

The Venus, Mars and Jupiter 
cards fall in the Crown 

Line and the Venus influence 
starts the development of pow- 
er. If knowledge has not 
hitherto been considered an 
asset, the 10 C directs them 
to seeking it and it becomes 

a major satisfaction (Venus), 
Success in this direction is Jup. 
immediate; learning comes eas- K S$ 
ily and as new doors are open-~ 
ed their own self-confidence 
develops and they begin to re- 
alize that they are not the 
tools of circumstance but are 
the directors of their own 
lives. Their attitude is posi- 
tive -- and may be somewhat 
stilted and ultra-dignified. 
This may, of course, be over- 
done and self-glorification 
may result. Benefits come 
suddenly and may be used un- 
wisely, not recognized as 
tests. The wise ones regard 
themselves as custodians~=not 
owners. Lasting friends are 
made and help is always at 
hand. With the undeveloped, 
the money may not last. 


There are but four Birth- 

dates in this group and 

the reaction to the 8 D will 

be different in each case. 
Being Spades, however, the 
natural tendency will be to 
work for their objectives and 
to make them pay. Here is the 
indication that this can be 
done--especially if money is 
not the sole aim. For all of 
these people their power is 
greatly increased by realiza- 
tion that they are instru- 
ments of Divine Will and that 
they must keep in touch with 
their Source. If 8 D is to 
give them the key to true val- 
ues, they must keep them- 
selves in a state of aware- 
ness for the instruction. 

Every 6 S owes it to himself 

to set apart a period each 

day of his life for contact 
with his Higher Self. His 
knowledge must go beyond the 
realm of the material; reli- 
gion and philosophy must be- 
come a vital part of his sci- 
entific experiments, his art- 
istic inspirations or his bus- 
iness methods, 

This is a card of great res~ 
ponsibility. If a man, he 

is the builder of his own good; 
if a woman, she will seek men 
of importance and power. Both 
are leaders in their own 
spheres; both are in control of 
their own situations. The neg- 
ative or unaware will push oth- 
ers aside for their own success; 
they will seek domination rath~- 
er than leadership. However 
they choose to act, there is 
always power st their disposal 
-- and the benefits it brings. 
We see here both good and bad 
leaders of labor groups; gree- 
dy in free enterprise or phil- 
anthropic in distributing its 
returns. Instinctively they 
know how to make things pay and 
how to control their output. 


3 H 
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This is where the greatest 
tests will come. There is 

a disturbing uncertainty a- 
bout people--and there is a 
great desire for love (Dis- 
placed A H), They have come 

to preach the doctrine of uni- 
versal love and the love they 
really want is personal. The 
variance of the desire and 

the mission causes conflict. 
They may try to escape from 
emotional problems, but they 
bear down upon them. Health, 
too, may be uncertain-- in 
many cases interfering with 
accomplishment. There may be 

a desire for travel which can- 
not be fulfilled and there u- 
sually is a lack of apprecia- 
tion of the work they do. 

This is their strongest 

card, identical with their 

own position. Intuition is the 
keynote of Uranus -~- and the 
keynote of their own power. If 
they seek and listen, there 
will be revealed to them the 
very things they want most to 
know -- the causes behind us, 
the effects we are reaping 

and the certainty of persist- 
ing and living in an eternity 
of experience. 

Association with people of 
intelligence, wide travel 

and psychic power fill the lat- 
ter part of life~-or it should 
be allowed to. The weaker ones 
will be dominated by a woman 
of this type. There is every~- 
thing at hand for research and 
enlightenment. We have seen 
that the Q C occupies the very 
center of God's Plan. Here a- 
gain is the summons to the dev- 
elopment of intuition.

7 SEVENS 7 


EVEN is the most mystical of 

all numbers, the hardest to 
understand (and to live with) or 
the most beautiful and rewarding 
influence in anyone's life. 


We have seen that it is the 
center and foundation of the two 
plans or Spreads in the "Little 
Book"=- under the rulership of 
the 7 Planets, built on the plan 
of 7 rows down, 7 cards across-- 
and set in the center of each 
suit. 


The 7th Card is the Neptune 
Card, the 7th row the Neptune row, 
which may account, in part, for 
the confusion that arises in our 
attempts to understand it. Nep- 
tune is “extra-sensory"=- and so 
is 7. As soon as we use it on the 
level of cold facts, mundane in- 
terests and physical responsibil- 
ities, we deprive ourselves of a 
good half of its power if, in 
thus using it, we lose sight of 
its spiritual significance. 


7 is called the dominical or 
"holy" number, the Sabbath of rest 
and pause to "see that all is good" 
that is, perfect. It is this re- 
quirement of perfection that we 
can't quite live up to, the rest 
and pause-for-examination to which 
wwe refuse to give the time. We 
must therefore encounter the con- 
fusions, obstacles and possible 
defeat that Neptune invariably 
bestows upon those who lack vis- 
ion and have no concern for the 
gifts of the spirit. The key is 
found in the 7th Statement in the 
Pattern on the Trestleboard-- 


"Living from that Will, support- 
ed by its unfailing Wisdom and 
Understanding, mine is the. Vic- 
torious Life''. As soon as we have 
learned to live by that Will, 
Wisdom and understanding, 7 will 
bring us to Victory. On the Tree 
of Life the 7th is the Sphere of 
Victory. 


For a better understanding of 
the Divine Plan for the four 7's, 
note the True Place of each-- 


HEARTS is the Neptune Card in the 
Mercury Line. The ideal 
of love is the right men- 
tal attitude, 

CLUBS is the Uranus Card in the 
Mars Line. In the acquisi- 
tion of knowledge intui- 
tion is to be developed 
and the channel opened for 
inspiration. 

DIAMONDS is the Saturn Card in 
the Saturn Line-- a warn- 
ing to use strict self-dis- 
cipline in estimating true 
values. 

SPADES is the Jupiter Card in the 
Neptune Line. This is the 
sure reward of the seeker 
after the "higher realm" 
wisdom. 


7 is the number of the soul. 
In silence, peace and self-exam- 
ination we go toward "perfection". 
In criticism of others, suspicion, 
judgment on face-value and sharp 
practice we create our own obsta- 
cles and invite our own difficul- 
ties, There are no "young souls" 
with a 7 Birth Card. All know 
that theirs is the quest for Truth. 
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SEVEN OF HEARTS 


Hearts - Love. 

7H - Obstacles in the fulfil- 
ment of the heart's desire. 

7 in H - Love of truth and beauty. 


The Mercury Card in the Venus L. 
Displaces the 8 H in the Nat. Sp. 





The Displaced Card shows that 
there is plenty of power at the 
disposal of these natives. The 
test comes in its use. The gift 
of power imposes certain obliga- 
tions and responsibilities and 7 
does not take kindly to them. The 
tendency is to force things and 
break down obstacles and human 
wills when they stand in the way. 
The interests are apt to be per- 
sonal rather than humanitarian-- 
and humanitarian concern is a re- 
quirement for Hearts. When res- 
ponsibility in this direction is 
accepted, defeat is turned into 
victory. 


Suspicion is apt to enter in- 
to personal relationships and 
jealousy often results. They may 
also give just cause for jealousy 
themselves for fidelity in love 
is not one of their strong points 
unless they hold the right mental 
attitude toward love itself. 


There is a close connection 
between this card and the 7 S, 
for the position of the 8 H in 
the Mundane Spread displaces the 
7 S in the Natural. For the a- 
ware ones this connection offsets 
much of the unreliability of the 
7 H and we find many lovers, hus- 
bands and wives true to their 
vows and devoted unto death, A 
spirit of friendliness toward 
all, however, will invariably 
smooth the pathway. 


The best that is in them is 
encouraged by mingling with large 
groups having some humanitarian 
objective. These people are great 
talkers and fine propagandists and 
through the charm and magnetism of 
their personality (if cultivated) 
they are able to sway opinions and 
exert important influence over the 
ignorant or doubting. 


The women of this card need 
approval and encouragement. There 
is an inclination to cater to the 
opposite sex and they usually pre- 
fer working with men who are like- 
ly to be intrigued by their ap- 
pearance and approach. The men can 
always improve their situation by 
working under the Jack or the King 
-- but it takes self-development 
and application (together with a 
considerable amount of sacrifice) 
to use these Spreads effectively. 
Too often they waste much of their 
own power and may become wanderers 
or triflers-- sailors who sail the 
seven seas (with a girl in every 
port) or travelers who leave home 
because its responsibilities are 
irksome. 

Among the more developed 
this is a martyr's card; personal 
benefits are sacrificed for the 
good of a cause or a group-~ or 
an individual. They are sensitive 
and emotional, subject to disap- 
pointment and heartache in their 
personal lives until suspicion 
and jealousy are uprooted and de- 
stroyed. 

Union is very important-- 
but union with groups is safest. 
When they are in a situation 
where they can serve others and 
have recognition and appreciation 
they are at their best and happi- 
est. They like to be of conse- 
quence in whatever they do.

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Finances are usually limit- 
ed in early life (note the 
two 7's in proximity). Loss- 
es are unforeseen and unex- 
pected demands are made on 
the resources. It is not safe 
to take chances or gamble but 
the inclination is there. In 
education there are obstacles 
encountered, in work there is 
seldom adequate payment, in 
love there is frustration and 
expense. Money is spent read- 
ily-- usually for self. 

Home may seem burdensome 

and the desire for escape 
incites to travel and a vari- 
ety of experience. The love 
of home remains, however, and 
they always want to return to 
it. To home they usually re- 
main loyal; it is only in the 
personal relationships that 
instability is evident. They 
want love but the inclination 
to suspicion and jealousy des- 
troys it. Once these \people 
find themselves’ and settle 
down, love has a chance to 
come and stay. Sociability 
and hospitality are natural; 
they want to live well and en- 
joy entertaining. 

This is the sacrifice card 
and if there is no inclin- 
ation in that direction, it 
will be replaced by self-pity. Uran, 
The attitudes are fixed but 2H 
they may be strongly influ- 

enced by some friend or 

member of the family. Through 

this influence an inclination 

toward religion may be devel- 

oped and they may become mar- 

tyrs to their work; they must 

be convinced, however, that 

the cause in which they are 

interested is a worthy one or 

they won't stay with it. In 

any suif Jacks can be frivo- 

lous and time-wasting. 
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Many of the business diffi- 
culties are caused by a lack 
of sound educational founda- 
tion. Some disappointing ex- 
periments may be made before 
the best type of business is 
found. They are most attract- 
ed to something that is stim- 
ulating and adventurous; rou- 
tine is distasteful and rare- 
ly contributes to success. 
Unless poise has been acquired 
through spiritual development 
there is much restlessness in 
this card and the natives need 
push and incentive in order to 
follow a given course. Care 
must be taken to establish 
friendly relations with employ- 
ees; loss and imposition may 
come from that source,

This card never lacks the in- 
spiration of Uranus, as its True 
Place is also in the Uranus posi- 
tion (Mars Line).

Place. Saturn will always make 
trouble for us if we disregard 
his laws, and thus it is with 
the 7 C. Instead of cultivating 
their great gift of intuition 
and listening for their instruc- 
tion, they too often succumb to 
the Saturn pressure, accept dis- 
couragement (or rail against the 
obstacles in their path) and wor- 
ry over a multitude of things 
that never happen.

One 
or the other is always the Venus 
card in the Venus Line or the Sat- 
urn Card in the Saturn Line. You 
will note, too, that the True Place 


confirms the relationship. For 
the 7 D is the Saturn Card in 

the Saturn Line; and the 9 H is 
the Venus Card in the Venus Line. 


This should say much to the 
student who has gone thus far in 
the study of the Sacred Symbols. 
7's represent material or personal 
difficulties OR spiritual victory;

This is the “resurrection” 
card, the first of the 7's that 
comes "out of the night" at the 
beginning of the resurrection 
month.

7's-=- but here the Displaced Card 
is a King, a card of overcoming, 
and the task allotted to the 7 & 
is less arduous than the others’. 
Naturally, the first pre-requis- 
ite is awareness of the power be- 
hind this pattern; the next step 
is to learn to use it. The Uranus 
Line provides the intuition; the 
Jupiter position bestows the bless-= 
ing-- redoubled in this case, 
for the True Place is also Jupit~- 
er, in the Line of the idealistic 
Neptune * 


Despite this "higher plane" ma- 
terial, we find many 7 § living ve- 
ry close to the ground, grubbing 
for money that is never enough to 
meet their needs and subservient 
to those who are far beneath them 
in the ranks of God's elect. One 
thing only keeps them there-- their 
faulty judgment of values, The K D 
is proof that substance is not de- 
nied them, but command over it is 
not assured unless it is to be ap- 
plied to the fulfilment of their 
mission. As we have learned, they 
are diggers for truth, contenders 
for the growtn of the soul, her- 
alds of the doctrine of eternal 
life-~ as is the case with all 
Spades. 7 is the Dominical Num- 
ber and there is no escaping the 
Divine appointment, 


We see there is additional 
power drawn from the 8 H-- the 
card that displaces their own 
True Place=- so enduring and id- 
ealistic love is no more denied 
them than is money. They are pow- 
erful people by endowment and if 
they do not become leaders and 
examples it is because sickness 
stands in the way or their own 
karma is too heavy. 


There are few of these nat~- 
ives who have not been through 
many initiations. They have learn- 
ed in the past that money is not 
always value nor display always 
beauty. They must never act from 
ulterior motives-- for within 
themselves they know that each 
voluntary act of theirs must be 
accounted for and balanced-- and 
they know, too, that whatever sor- 
row they encounter in this life 
is a just debt, payment for which 
is justly demanded.

@ hese are the Power Cards. 
Some of the early mystery 
schools taught that 8 was 

the number of God and that its 

use by man would bring him evil. 
From this superstition the prac~ 
tice arose, among many of the old- 
school numerologists, of assign- 
ing to 8 the rulership of Saturn 
as the embodiment of evil. Today 
we know-~- both from experience 

and from the Higher Teaching-- 
that 8 is the number of the Sun 

(and therefore of God) and that 

Saturn is not the embodiment of 
evil. 


Our mathematical symbol for 
infinite measure or “infinity" is 
the horizontal 8 and this same 
symbol, as "all power" is over 
the head of the Magician in the 
Tarot and of the woman in the 8th 
card-- Strength-- who is opening 
the lion's jaws with her hands. 


When we come to look upon 
wealth as the symbol of power and 
write our 8's with a very small 
loop at the top and a very large 
one below then, of course, 8 may 
bring us evil and money may just- 
ly be called its root. It is actu- 
ally a picture of God's circle of 
power above reflected in man‘s be- 
low. 

In the cards we find several 
geometrical figures of repeated 4's 
-= two squares, 8 triangles, two 
tetrads, two right angles, etc-- 
the security of 4 doubled, or the 
intimation that upon a firm foun- 
dation may be built another of 
greater power and expansion. 8 is 
the first free number, for it comes 


at the “turn” of the 7's. It is the 
“Eternal Splendor of the Limitless 
Light". (pattern on the Trestle- 
board). 
The natives of these cards 
can expand in any direction-- ac- 
cording to their will and the 
outlines of their pattern. The 
power is always with them. They 
may turn the power to evil uses 
if they choose (and there are 
many 8's who operate very nega- 
tively indeed) but they are free; 
they reflect God's Plan but they 
are not bound by it. 





HEARTS have the power to harmon- 
ize their lives, increase 
their resources and expand 
their field of service 
through Love-- personal, 
universal and Divine. 

have the power to acquire 
knowledge-- and the obli- 
gation to disseminate it. 
If they will not learn 

and teach they cannot ful- 
fil their mission. They 
must follow the admonition 
of St. Peter to "add know- 
ledge to your faith”. 

have the power to acquire 
wealth-- and the obligation 
to share it. The “Limitless 
Substance" is at their dis- 
posal, twice over.

The Jupiter Card in the Neptune L. 
Displaces the 7 S. in the Nat. Sp. 


To the natural power of this 
card is added the spiritual power 
of the displaced 7 S-- but the 
latter, while it may be latent, 
is not at their disposal for use 
unless there is spiritual aspira~ 
tion in their hearts and spirit- 
ual application in their deeds. 
Victory on the higher plane is as- 
sured if they work for it-- and 
happiness in the emotional life 
follows as a natural consequence. 


Through insight the 8 H can 
overcome all difficulties. It is 
a wisdom card, True wisdom, how- 
ever, is elusive and although the 
majority of the 8 H natives strive 
for it and want it, their inter- 
ests and relationships are so many 
and varied, they allow themselves 
to be distracted from its pursuit. 


Their principal difficulties 
are emotional. Finances may be 
fluctuating and not always suffi- 
cient to meet the desire for hav~- 
ing and giving; the work may be 
underpaid or wholly unrewarded-- 
but there is always ample provi- 
sion for security. They have no 
valid excuse for worrying about 
lack-- although they often do, 

It is the love life that brings 
them periodical heights or depths 
and the depths that cause them to 
suffer intensely. 


Besides their own Birth Card, 
the three most personal planets 
are in the Neptune Line-- Mercury, 
Venus and Mars. Their ideals are 
so high and exacting that they 


are rarely met-- and when they 
are they are of brief duration. 
Disillusion steps in and breaks 
the relationship or-- as is the 
case more frequently-- separation 
is caused by death. This is the 
link with the 7 S. These people 
must learn that there is no death 
and therefore no separation other 
than what is caused by a long jour- 
ney. This is a direct call to the 
development of spiritual percep- 
tion and the extra-sensory poten- 
tial that exists in all of us. 


The women, being more emotion- 
al and less inclined to compro- 
mise are the greatest sufferers. 
All 8 H must love and be loved-- 
and while they are often the ob- 
jects of jealousy or contention, 
they never lack friends and admi- 
rers. They can transmute their 
love and find happiness in their 
work and their friends. Through 
wisdom there is overcoming (7 S). 


There are obstacles also in 
their work. They always undertake 
more than they can accomplish eas- 
ily and wear themselves out try- 
ing to meet their obligations-- 
often self-imposed. They are very 
unhappy unless in the right field 
of expression and should never be 
forced into a career that is dis- 
tasteful to them. If working main- 
ly on the material plane they are 
attracted to business that deals 
with large organizations or for- 
eign interests. They usually do 
considerable foreign traveling 
themselves, In either field, ma- 
terial or spiritual, they have 
the power of leadership. 


They are broadminded and sym- 
pathetic, friendly and generous- 
or negatively, selfish and self-in- 
dulgent-- spoiled and childish, 
They will fight for a principle,

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Unless working under the

There is a slow but steady 
increase in the desire for 
knowledge.

Emotional problems and dis-

There is an in- 
born sense of true knowledge 
and mental pursuits are like- 
ly to be the most lucrative.

The mixture of mental strength, 
spiritual awareness, psychic power 
and powerful emotions is sometimes 
too much for these people to han- 
dle and dire confusion is the re- 
sult. When the psychic power is 
extreme (as in some cases), unless 
great care is taken for protection, 
they become fields for possible in- 
vasion. They should strive at all 
times for mental balance and not 
allow their emotions, their fixed 
ideas or tendency to temperament 
to dominate them. The charts (as- 
trological and numerological) of 
the children of these dates should 
be carefully studied for any men- 
tal support along practical lines 
and these points strengthened in 
the early years.

The Central Card in the Crown L, 
Displaces the Q S in the Nat. Sp. 


All eights are power, but it 
is the 8 D that surpasses the oth- 
ers in material power. Its posi- 
tion in the Crown Line not only 
denotes its high calling but en- 
dows it with greater freedom of 
choice than is possessed by any 
of the cards below that Line. As 
noted above, (see p. 13) all the 
Crown Cards are granted Movable 
Choice and can operate in any po- 
sition that best suits their re- 
quirements, This freedom makes the 
8 D people very independent-- at 
times domineering and exacting. 
The displacement of the Q 5S only 
increases this tendency, for Q 5 
natives, while willing to work 
and to serve are always conscious 
of their position of rulership. 


The face-arrangement of all 

8's denotes balance; again the 8 

D surpasses the rest by being in 
the exact center at the top. The 
sense of balance is naturally di- 
rected to values and they usually 
know when and what to buy and what 
it is worth-- exactly. 


As in all cases, their power 
is used or misused. They can be 
philanthropic or mercenary, bene- 
factors or misers, universally- 
minded or self-servers. When they 
choose to operate negatively, the 
inevitable result is suffering 
and tragedy. For many the re- 
quirement is too exacting-- or it 
may be unrecognized. They may not 
know that their Birth Card is the 


Sun Card and that they are direct 
emissaries of the Central Sun. 
But the soul knows-- and if they 
take the time and trouble to be- 
come acquainted with their own 
souls, they will be told. 


They are the manifestation of 
the creative principle, closely 
associated with the resurrection 
and the certainty of re-birth. 
Theirs is the gift of sublimation, 
theirs the ability to overcome 
all obstacles and conquer all en- 
emies. The majority are well aw- 
are of the heavy responsibilities 
and are willing to discharge then.

This is a card of overcoming-- 
also a healing card.

It is their knowledge and not 
their money that will enable them 
to take their place among the high 
ones.

This has been called the 
"Wish Card"-- and the displaced 
7 D shows us very clearly the 
close connection between the wish 
for love and the wish for money. 
For this combination money is not 
easy to acquire for purely person- 
al use. This is one of the pairs 
that always exchanges places in 
all the quadrations~-- so there is 
no "progression" in the life that 
escapes the preblem, Money may 
come or love may come but the two 
never seem to work together for 
any length of time. 


It is well not to expect too 
much from personal relationships; 
they will be disappointing when 
the requirements are set too high. 
It is well, too, not to long for 
extreme wealth; it is not in the 
pattern except in a few isolated 
cases where money must take the 
place of everything else-- happi- 
ness most of all.

The Saturn Card in the Venus L.

This is an excellent example 
of the workings of the Law of 9. 
As in the case of the 9 H the po- 
Sition is Saturn, indicating a 
struggle in relation to any men- 
tal (Clubs) development. The dif- 
ficulty could be due to finances 
but since we are in the Venus 
Line and the Displacement Card 
is the Q H, it is much more apt 
to be due to the native's procli- 
vity for wasting time and emotion- 
al energy on frivolity and self- 
indulgence. (The Q H can be a dis- 
tracting and demoralizing influ- 
ence). We find the "answer" as 
well as safe guidance when we 
note the True Place. Here the 9 C 
is the Mercury Card in the Jupiter 
Line-- fortified by the proximity 
of the 10 C. Expansion (Jup.) for 
mental (Clubs) development; forget 
the venusian (Line) satisfactions 
and hew to the line of duty (Sat- 
urn) if you would eliminate the 
disappointments (9) that are sure 
to follow the negative operation 
of your Birth Card.

There are many superstitions 
connected with the Number 1l- the 
correspondence with the llth Card 
of the Little Book. By some it was 
called the Number of Evil because 
it transcended the number of the 
commandments and did not attain 
12=- the number of "Grace and Per- 
fection". History and experience 
refute the stigma and we have come 
to regard ll-- as a Number-- one 
of the most priceless gifts of the 
gods. It is man(l1) beside God 
(10), eager to blaze the trail of 
return to Kother, the Crown. 


ll is the direct recipient of 
inspiration from the One Source-- 
the preacher, messenger and Light- 
bearer from On High. 11 is the 
number of the Path on the Tree of 
Life that is assigned to Aleph, 
the first Tarot Card, the Magi- 
cian, in the direct line from 
Kether to Chokmah ocr Will to Wis- 
dom. It is the "Spirit" of Air-- 
the "Divine Breath". It was not 
by accident that Jacks--ll-- were 
assigned as “ushers” of the Court 
Cards-- the first inheritors of 


the crown. 


Jacks carry a great respon- 
sibility and because they are the 
symbol of two l's (11), the dis- 
posal of their lives rests entire- 
ly on their own decision. They 
represent the mental attitudes of 
the Birth Cards of their individ- 
ual suits-- and if we have gone 
any distance at all in the pro- 
cess of development, we know that 
our mental attitudes are wholly 
within our own control. We may 
rule them and earn our "crowns" or 
we may consign them to every wind 
that blows "where it listeth" and 
bask or struggle in a state of im- 
maturity as long as we live. 


Jacks are the “divine andro- 
gynes"-- the Christ-nature toward 
which we are evolving-- or the 
vacillating neuters who are nei- 
ther one thing nor the other, in- 
capable of decision or direction.

The Jupiter Card in the Venus L, 
No Displacement-~- a Fixed Card. 


The J H is the most "innocent" 
of the Jacks, but not the most im- 
mature. This card is the symbol 
of the Christ Principle-- Christ 
on the Cross, the One Who Sacrifi- 
ces. Among all the cards and es-~ 
pecially among the Jacks, these 
are the Way-Showers. They have 
come to show that Truth resides 
in all of us and makes us kin- 
and that forgiveness on the part 
of all toward all is the only way 
to wmiversal love. This is a Mas- 
ter Card, placed at the center 
(Jupiter) of the Venus Line. 


J H are essentially teachers. 
Their power lies in the Law of 
Love and their commission is to 
preach its gospel. To do this ef- 
fectively they must live it-- 
and the path they have to follow 
is not made for easy going. 


It is natural for these peo- 
ple to develop a martyr-complex-- 
for good or ill. When they have 
learned the folly and weakness of 
this attitude of mind they aban- 
don it, but martyrs they actually 
are-- especially in youth. 


Up to 18 there are many sacri- 
fices demanded of them-- in love, in 
education or in cherished object- 
ives. If they are sufficiently de- 
veloped to learn and grow and prof- 
it by them the personal disappoint- 
ment is mitigated. Between 18 and 
36, the plan is for training in 
dedication. To “leave all and fol- 
low Me" is an exacting command for 
the young in heart, whose lives 


are attuned to the principle of 
love. Many there are who cannot 
go through this period in strict 
obedience, even though they may 
be well aware of their destiny. 
If they can and do, after 36 they 
may operate under the King and 
encounter fewer obstacles and 
frustrations in their personal 
lives.

There are “negatives", of 
course, among these birthdates-- 
careless, thoughtless or indiffer- 
ent escapists who seem to contrib- 
ute nothing except the problem of 
themselves-= but they are invaria- 
bly kindly, friendly and coopera- 
tive. They never bear grudges and 
never leave you worse off than 
they find you. At their worst they

The 

J H people are continually 

tested in their love life, 

Want companionship and 

work better in association 

with others. Like to mingle 

with those who are well infor- 

ed and learn quickly from them, 
Friendships are important; if Nep. 
they are broken, the suffering 4 C 
is keen. That is where their 

natural optimism does not serve 

them well; they are slow to re- 

cover from severed ties. Are 

very responsive to friendliness 

in work-associations; usually 

well served by employees. 


Success comes mainly thro 
their own efforts but may 

be helped by a friendly person 
who is mentally congenial. 
Should keep the management of 


their affairs in their own 
hands and not doubt their 
ability to handle them, Have 
a certain amount of self-

This is a Card of Memory. 

As a rule, those people have 
this gift in an extraordinary de- 
gree. Such a wealth of knowledge 
is stored within them, they natu- 
rally turn to teaching, writing 
or speaking. They give out will- 
ingly, but apparently are none 
the poorer; their position in 
the Uranus Line keeps them well 
replenished. 


In reality, this is a card 
of the future. J C is a symbol of 
the androgynous state toward which 
the race is evolving. For that rea- 
son the present manifestation is 
often neutral-- a situation that 
causes confusion and maladjustment 
to present-day society. Many of the 
women (especially) of these dates 
fail to marry; the majority have 
masculine minds and habits of life. 
They are seldom domestic, never 
"clinging vines" and have little 
patience with pettiness or vanity. 


For both sexes, the lack of

This card is both a pro- 
tection and a warning. It 

is especially important in- 
asmuch as it is the Displace- 
ment Card.

assured. The life must be 
well regulated; the mind must 
be well balanced; the associ- 
ates must be chosen with care.

QB veens represent the spiritu- 
al nature of man and the 
principle of birth--not death. 

Their authority is equal to that 
of the Kings, proving that true 
rulership is both masculine and 
feminine. They are the receptive, 
intuitive and cooperative aspect 
of royalty. 


The alliance of Queens with 
the 12th position in the scale of 
numbers gives evidence of their 
importance in the plan of crea- 
tion and the universal applica- 
tion of their symbolism, Queens 
are co-rulers of the 12 signs of 
the zodiac and the 12 houses of 
the planets, Of the planets them- 
selves, 10 are known and it is 
prophesied that 2 are yet to come. 
(see p. 5). The 12 Simple Letters 
of the Hebrew Alphabet are also 
connected with the 12 signs in a 
relationship which is one of the 
secrets of the Rosicrucian doc- 
trine-- as is the full signifi- 
cance of the "12 Grand Points of 
Masonry". The total number of the 
Court Cards is 12 but Queens as 
12 have a special significance of 
rulership over the 12's that deal 
most directly with our mundane ex- 
periences, -- signs, houses and 
the months of the year. 


In none of the pictures of 
the Queens do we find the swords 
or battle axes with which the 
Kings are armed.

This is a Card of beauty, mag- 
netism, affection and idealism. 
Inherent in it is so much that is 
wanted and needed in the world, it 
is almost a pity to have to men- 
tion the faults and pitfalls that 
are expressed in the lives of its 
natives. The women represent the 
much-loved mother, the sweetheart, 
the indispensible sister or the 
adored daughter. The men are gen- 
tle, sensitive and creative, sym- 
pathetic and understanding. If we 
did not always have that inevita- 
ble negative to deal with, this 
would be the most desirable Card 
in the Little Book. 


The women are invariably at- 
tractive, with a strong appeal to 
the opposite sex. When they trade 
on it they are flirts; they want 
constant flattery, good clothes 
and good times; they may become 
lazy, frivolous and whiners. 


The men may easily be too 
gentle-- to the point of spine- 
lessness, too self-indulgent, too 
feminine, too unbalanced and sex- 
ually indeterminate.

They 
are endowed with authority and 
rulership but their number in the 
Little Book indicates that they 
have not sole authority. Between 
their 1 and 3 stands 2, the moth- 
er or the Queen, Before initia-~ 
tive (1) is expressed (3), it 
must be nurtured, formulated and 
given a body as principle. The 
Kings, therefore, although they 
occupy the highest place are but 
co-rulers, like the Queens. With- 
out the spiritual vision, fur- 
nished by the Queens, their "peo- 
ple" would "perish", 


13 by reduction is 4-- the 
builder of the foundation and 
the layer of the cornerstone. 
There are 4 of these Kings and 
4 x 13 or 52 is the number of 
"pages" in the Little Book. In 
any 4 there is always a poten- 
cial 22-- the Master Magician, 
the transformer of ideals into 
realities. 


As with the natives of these 
cards, mystery and misconception 
(as well as negative or evil ex- 
pression) have been built around 
the number. 13 is the number of 
two Hebrew words-- Love and Unity 
-- and among the wiser ones of old, 
these qualities together with 
their number, were held to be sa- 
cred. It is only a Christian su- 
perstition, derived from the traz- 
ic deflection of Judas, that gives 
to 13 the label evil or "unlucky". 
In the lives of many of our "Kings" 


the harmful superstition has done 
its work, since we invariably and 
inevitably express what is built 
into our consciousness. 


Kings are the Jacob of the 
Bible-- the founders and fathers 
of the 12 (tribes) who were en- 
trusted with leading the "chil- 
dren" to the Source of All Good. 
In the Hebrew Liturgy there were 
13 logical rules for interpreting 
the law and this is actually the 
task of the Kings of the 4 suits. 


Kings are usually kindly peo- 
ple, sympathetic and understand- 
ing. In the Sequence they may re- 
present the father or an older 
brother, not a son. 


They know subconsciously 
that their power depends upon co- 
operation; in whatever line they 
follow their best work is done in 
partnership. They always have a 
sense of authority but it seldom 
leads to domination. If operating 
negatively they can be very antag- 
onistic and quarrelsome. 


HEARTS rule by love. They are 
pleased when their deeds 
bring blessings but they 
let others take the glory. 

CLUBS wield their power through 
knowledge.

We cannot fully understand 
these people without duly consid- 
ering the True Place of their 
Card-- Uranus in the Venus Line.

The accepted interpretation 
of this card is most uncomplimen- 
tary, but there are so many glar- 
ing exceptions in the conduct of 
its natives, they should be stress-~ 
ed even more emphatically than 
the "run of the mill". 


K D people are victims of the 
materialistic trend that has char- 
acterized our evolution for hun- 
dreds of years. Since we have set 
money as our goal and standard, 
what can its custodians do but 
fight to acquire it, manipulate 
it and prove themselves efficient 
rulers and controllers of it?

The K S is the "highest" of 
all the cards, yet it produces 
many mediocre prople and quite a 
few failures. A few hundred years 
from now that will probably not 
be the case; we shall have learn- 
ed better how to handle “high spir- 
itual voltage", what sort of ob- 
ligation we are under when entrus- 
ted with a mission and just what 
it means to become an initiate. 


Some of these people are big 
enough to meet their opportunities 
and make the grade. Through suffer- 
ing and the hard road to wisdom 
they have taken their degrees up 
to the final one-- Rulership. 

They have power because they have 
earned it, but they are too wise 
in humility to flaunt or abuse it. 
Because they don't talk about it 
they are called secretive; because 
they don't brag about it, it is 
often not recognized and because 
they are preachers and teachers 

of the great truths of resurrec- 
tion, re-birth and eternal life 
they are called fanatics or crack- 
pots.

The Foolof the Tarot is the 
pictorial statement of the One 
Force, the NO THING (0) yet Ev- 
erything to all men--Eternal En- 
ergy, boundless, measureless and 
infinite. It is all seasons, all 
forms and all activities. 


The Fool of the Little Book 
is, for some players, the "high- 
est trump’; for the majority it 
is discarded and forgotten. It 
is, however, included as the "0" 
page, for its inescapable symbo- 
lism represents the complete mo- 
tion of the earth about the Sun 
and is the sole accountant for 
the "remnant of days" in our so- 
lar year. (See page 1). It, too, 
is all seasons; it is the 4 quar- 
ters of the earth-- the 4 Suits, 
therefore all Cards and all Birth- 
dates-- "all things to all men". 


As a single card, it rules 
but one birthdate, December 3lst, 
the first decanate of Capricorn, 
ruled by Saturn. Its natives are 
indeed "all things to all men".
